“Nothing,” replied the 
banditi us he brought the conductor 
under the range of his heavy artil­ 
lery. One of the bandits appeared to 
be exceedingly social, and told the en­ 
gineer that none of .the passenger» 
would be harmed. Taking advantage 
of this, Mr. Wray asked that the flag­ 
man bs sent back to protect the rear 
of the train.

HIGH COST OF LIVING 
OR COST OF HIGH LIVING 
(Birmingham Ledger.) 
It is difficult to decide what 
most suffer from, the high cost of liv­ 
ing, or the cost of high living. The 
nation is indulging in an orgy of high 
prices. It will not stop until, as in­ 
dividuals, we separate ourselves from 
the orgy and think and act as we did 
before the super-excitement of the 
war and its aftermath took hold. 
An apt description of the status is 
given by William Mather Lewis, di­ 
rector of the savings division of the 
treasury department, upon his return 
from a visit to the various federal re 
aerve districts. He gays:

The reaction from the careful 
use of money during war-time Is 
widespread and disturbing.”
